REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of records do not show the limitations of a method of 
producing inspection data for inspecting parts-mounted board by image processing comprising 
"storing, as a correction rule, a relationship between a fillet length for a part and a land size for a 
part; and changing, based on the correction rule, a fillet length for the part at a slower rate than a 
land size for the part, when the design rule change occurs" in combination with other limitations 
of the claim. 

Regarding claim 2, the prior art of records do not show the limitations of a method of 
producing inspection data for inspecting parts-mounted board by image processing comprising 
"wherein left and right boundaries of the land edges are determined by using a histogram while 
projecting a plurality of binary images in a reference window on a first axis; and wherein top and 
bottom boundaries of the land edges are determined by using the histogram while projecting a 
plurality of binary images in the reference window on a second axis orthogonal on the first axis" 
in combination with other limitations of the claim. 

Other claims are allowed because of their dependency on the allowed independent 

claims.
